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Detailed Action 

1 . ) The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. ) Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 1, line 4, the alternative language "and/or" makes it unclear 
what the scope of the claim is. In claim 2, lines 3-4, and in claim 6, last line, the language "in 
particular" makes it unclear what limitation is being claimed. In claim 8, line 5 "preferably" 
makes it unclear what the scope of the claim is. In claim 1 1, it is not clear what limitation is 
intended with the language "for instance". In claim 14, it is not clear what limitation is intended 
with "i.e. ...". In claim 20, line 4, it is not clear what limitation is intended with "optionally". 
The other claims are inadequate under 35USC1 12 in that they depend from inadequate claims. 

3. ) The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



4.) Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
Japanese document no. JP11-58012A. The English abstract, figures 5 and 6, and the discussion 
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at paragraph 20 of the machine generated English translation of the Japanese document no. JP1 1- 
58012A disclose a method of welding wherein several welding parameters, namely current and 
voltage associated with a wire-to-workpiece contact during the welding process, are used to 
calculate wire stick-out, thus using the wire as a sensor. This sensed wire stick-out is used to 
adjust torch height during the welding procedure. Claim 1 differs in specifying that the 
mechanical adjustment "determines the position of the welding wire". This difference does not 
patentably distinguish over the Japanese document no. JP1 1-58012A. It is considered obvious 
that the control of torch height in the system of the Japanese document no. JP1 1-58012A will 
determine the location of the welding wire tip during the arcing phase of the short-circuiting 
process because the torch height determines the amount of stick-out which in turn determines the 
amount of wire heating and therefore wire melting.
